Raytheon 
Missile Test 
Successful 


A successful launchenviron- 
mental test of the Army’s new 
SAM-D missile has been announced 
by Raytheon Company’s Missile 
Systems Division. The full-scale, 
flight-weight missile model was 
fired from a non-tactical canis- 
ter and launcher. 

For the test, a short-burn motor 
was used to prove out the bazooka- 
like launch technique that will be 
used with the tactical system. The 
test was conducted by Martin Mari- 
etta’s Orlando Division, developer 
of the missile and canister, at its 
test facility. 

SAM-D is being designed as 
a highly mobile Army air defense 
system for the 1970s against high- 
performance aircraft and short- 
range missiles. The novel tech- 

nique for launching the missile 
from the same canister in which 

pped and carried aboard its 
launch vehicle is part of a ‘‘cer- 
tified round’? concept around which 
the system is designed. 

The weather-proof canister pro- 
vides protection for the missile 
from the time it is manufactured 
until it is fired, and also provides 
a launch tube for aiming and fir- 
ing the missile. 

When deployed in the field, 
SAM-D missiles will be carried 
in multiples and launched from 
tracked vehicles. It can be fired 
either singly or in close salvo 
sequence. The system will use an 
advanced phased array radar and 
fire control equipment, also car- 
ried on mobile vehicles, capable 
of simultaneously hand ling mul- 
tiple targets. 

The SAM-D project is managed 
by the U.S, Army Missile Com- 
mand, Redstone Arsenal, Alabama. 

Raytheon Company is prime con- 
tractor for the system, and Mar- 
tin Marietta a principal subcon- 
tractor to Raytheon.

A Pilgrim who suffered indiges- 
tion after an early Thanksgiving 
dinner was in rather a bad way, 

The practice of medicine in 
the early 17th century still was 
fogged by the hazy concepts of 
the Middle Ages, It was, in fact, 
largely a branch of botany -- and 
heaven help the man or woman who 
must depend upon a botanist for 

i & cure, 

The ancient Greeks who gave 
botany its name -- **Botany’’ 
roughly is a Greek term for ‘‘the 
study of what cows eat’? -- knew 
more about actual beneficial medi- 
cal practice than did the early 
doctors of Plymouth. Plymouth 
medicine still followed the idea 
that a Wise Maker had left clues 
strewn about the landscape, and 
that all a physician need do was 
recognize the clues and he could 
work miraculous cures. 

These clues which Providence 
provided were plants whose leaves, 
roots or fruits suggested some 
part of the human anatomy. One 
of the better-known of these in 
America was the hepatica, a plant 
whose leaves were Shaped roughly 
like the human liver. Thus, the 
. botanical physician would recog- 
nize immediately that a brew -- 
or possibly a poultice -- of hepa- 
tica was the cure for liver trouble. 

The plant known as boneset -- 
since its opposite leaves are joined 
at the base like a healed fracture -- 
obviously was beneficial in the 
treatment of broken bones, 

This pursuit of plants that looked 
like Adam’s apples and so forth 

was known as ‘“‘the doctrine of 
signatures” -- since the Creator

had quite clearly signed the worth 
of the material by shaping it, 
Recently a botanical friend sup- 
plied me with a list of herbs -- 
or medicines -- found in an Eng- 
lish physician’s medical chest that 
Supposedly was reliably dated to 
1618. The original list had been 
submitted to Plimouth Plantation 
which does considerable probing 
into culture of that era. 
Unfortunately, there seems to 
be no note withthe particular chest 
which would throw further light 
upon the use that the owner made 
of the herbs. Part of the early 
colonial doctor’s problem lay in 
the uncertainty of his diagnosis. 
While diagnosis still is the key 
to successful medical practice, a 
lot more guesswork went into the 
colonial doctor’s diagnosis since 
he lacked modern tools. In other 
words, even the early doctors who 
had abandoned the theory that all 
illness was punishment for sin had 
to make two guesses: they had to 
guess what was wrong with the 
patient and then guess what might 
cure the patient, 
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Even Pilgrims Had Indigestion 


Among the scientific names of 
herbs identified in the chest were 
many that bore the final work 
‘‘officinalis.”” In botanical medi- 
cine, ‘‘officinalis” was used to 
designate the species, from among 
several similar subspecies, that 
was the correct one for medical 
use, 

Without resorting to scientific 
names, the list of herbs in the 
chest consisted of: Angelica water, 
anise oil, dill oil, lemon balm, 
basil salve, beet oil, beet water, 
camphor, cardamon, corn oil, di- 
anthus salve, elder oil, honeywort, 
lily oil, mint water, parsley oil, 
pepperwort, turpentine, plaintain 
water, poplar salve, poppy oil, 
rose oil, rose water, scorpion- 
wort oil, tarragon, thistle water, 
woad. oil, wormwood oil, worm- 
wood water, and an ointment con- 
taining’ gold, 

Corn oil still is a good medicine 
to fight highcholesterol inthe blood 
Stream after a Thanksgiving 
dinner.

Seven participating hospitals 
have received approximately 
$20,000 as a result of the first 
annual Hospital Open held at the 
Indian Ridge Country Club, in mid- 
August.

Education Via A Computer 


Maybe a computer is no sub- 
stitute for brains, but the School 
Committee learned last week that 
a computer can be a big help, 
anyway, in getting anAndover High 
School student to the right college, 
or the right job. 

At last week’s school committee 
meeting in the high school library, 
Guidance Director William Igoe, 
Guidance Counselor Robert Kelly, 
and a handful of seniorsdem- 
onstrated the effectiveness of the 
Interactive Learning Systems, a 
rented computer service set up 


to assist in college placement,

The secondary summer school 
which this year drew more than 
200 students, was helped by 
TOWNSMAN articles which inter- 
ested students, operated smoothly 
without a dress code, and was 
broadened by such innovations as 
evening courses, asummer theatre 
workshop and tennis lessons. 

What does it need next year? 
Math department head and sum- 
mer school principal James Mur- 
phy told the committee it needed 
air conditioning, more driver 
training teachers, salaries high 
enough to make summer teaching 
worthwhile for experienced teach- 
ers, plus the addition of lab 
science, on an undivided project 
basis, social studies and art 
courses. And more innovations. 
Murphy also said he planned to 
Survey both junior high schools 
with guidance personnel and prin- 
cipals to develop a more relevant 
program for this age, 

Murphy described the Summer 
Theater Workshop as aworthwhile 
experience to be continued, and 
said tennis lessons were enjoyed 
and the library well used. 

Murphy said that attendance in 
reading and French classes stayed 
small, and these would be cut 
to one division next year; He 
also was concerned about a few 
students’ excessive absence re- 
cord, and questioned whether a six 
week summer school course with 
poor attendance outweigh a full 
year of school performance. He 
said guidance persomnnel and 
principals would be consulted on 
this policy. 

The committee thahked Murphy, 
and praised the flexible and innova- 
tive program he had initiated.

an average college board score of 
the student body, which matches 
the student’s scores closely enough 
to make admittance to the college 
a realistic possibility. Igoe said 
that with the use of this computer, 
the guidance department was in 
late October, as far along in finish- 
ing college applications as they 
usually were in January,. near 
deadline time. Emphasis will then 
move to vocational and occupa- 
tional information retrievable to 
assist students not bound for col- 
lege in their next year’s plans, 
Eleventh grade students then will 
be invited to use the computer 
services, within the 300 hourstime 
allotment. 
The demonstration effectively 
convinced the committee members 
that use of the Cambridge-based 
ILS data base significantly extends 
the abilities of the guidance de- 
partment to help students make 
educational and Octeupational 
choices, and justifies the $4350 
annual expense -- $750 for rental 
of the terminal, plus $3600 for 300 


‘hours of the data base service, 


and phone, including any repairs 
needed. 

Committeemember William 
King advised continued renting of 
the terminal instead of visiting 
FinCom head Dr. Allan Green- 
berg’s suggestion to buy the com- 
puter terminal. King pointed out 
that in the three years it would 
take for purchase to put us ahead, 
technological advances might make 
that particular terminal obsolete. 
Also, repairs would be extra. Bet- 
ter to rent.

mental health and special pro- 
grams to aid children who are 
experiencing educational dif- 
ficulties. 

The new West Elementary School 
redistricting for next September is 
the result of assurances that the 
addition to the school will be ready 
for occupancy on schedule at that 
time. The new West Elementary 
school district will be as follows: 

From Sanborn School district; 
north side of Lowell Street to Law- 
rence and Tewksbury boundaries, 

From Shawsheen School district; 
Shawsheen Highlands, Canterbury 

Street, Lowell Street, Marwood 
Drive, Iceland Road, Castle 
Heights Road, plus all of grade 
6 from Stowe School. 

The plan will take 128 pupils 
from Sanborn, 79 pupils from 
Shawsheen when the sixth grade

Clapp explained that educational 

planners must assume that the 
Central, School will be renovated 
and expanded. He said it is not cer- 
tain whether Stowe will be literal- 
ly gone. next September, but the 
West Elementary School will of- 
fer the pupils space, and such 
superior facilities that it would 
be unfair to the children not to 
put them there. He pointed out 
that West would, in the next two 
years, have space to accomodate 
Central School’s sixth grade, while 
Central was being renovated, af- 
ter which Central would have room 
for its own sixth grade for the 
first time in years, and this would 
empty West Addition rooms for 
that school’s own growth. The 
school committee unanimously 
backed the plan.

ool Board Negotiations 


Begin To Show Progress 


By the Thanksgiving recess, ne- 
gotiations for next September’s 
teacher contracts began to show 
a little progress, 

Each side is presumably still 
in a state of shock over how high, 
($7500) or how low, ($6900), the 
other side has placed the pay scale 
for bachelor’s degree teachers; 
but negotiators from the Andover 
Education Association and the 
school committee are finding that 
the other side has advanced, or 
seems willing to agree to, con- 
cepts that soften the shock. 

A new AEA proposal is ex- 
pected at Monday’s 3 p.m. meet- 
ing at Central school. Visitors 
welcomed. 

The AEA has now accepted in 
spirit the School Committee con- 
cept of a new pay scale between the 
bachelor’s and the master’s scale, 

esigned for teachers with 30 hours 
of professional improvement in- 
service courses to be given in 
Andover by the school department. 

The key to AEA interest in this 
concept was Monday’s school com- 
mittee offer of a ‘*grandfather 
clause”? which would give a teacher 
at the maximum step of the bach- 
elor’s scale up to 15 hours credit 
toward reaching the new scale, 
for courses previously taken at 
colleges or univers .ties. Teachers 
at the seventh thr ugh tenth steps 
of the bachelor’s scale would re- 
ceive up to 6 hours of credit toward 
the new ‘‘bachelor’s plus 30 hours” 
pay scale, 

The School Committee, in turn, 
has accepted the AEA concept that 
summer school salaries should 
not be a flat fee, but be based on 
the individual teacher’s training 
and experience, that is, on a per- 
centage of their annual Salary, 
and should be higher than in the 
past 


Mrs. Cole proposed that second- 
ary teachers be paid 6% of their 
annual base salary (AEA asked 

) for their six weeks course, 
and that that elementary summer 
school teachers receive 4% (AFA 
‘asked 6%) of their annual base 
salary for the 4 week elementary 
Summer school course. Both sum- 
mer schools run for half-days, 
and the percentage difference be- 
tween elementary and secondary 
reflects the fact that the second- 
ary summer school runs two weeks 
longer. Mrs. Cole said that in 


each case a teacher with an an- 
nual base salary of $8000 would 
receive $160 a week for his half- 
day of teaching, a total of $960 
for the secondary and $640 for the 
elementary teacher. 

AEA representative Edwin Re- 
gan said he was gratified that the 
School Committee had responded 
to the AEA proposal in the spirit 
in which it had been presented, 

The new proposal the AEA pro- 
mises to present at next Monday’s 
session (Visitors welcome, 3 p.m. 
Central School) are expected to 
take these concepts into account. 

The school committee obviously 
hopes that it will also take into 
account some town budget figures 
which Dr, Allan Greenberg cited 
for the AEA at last, Friday’s ses- 
sion, - that the town budget would 
have an built-in increase of $3 
to $5 in the town’s tax rate even 
if the budget were the same as 
last year, that the town will need 
to appropriate money for the Cen- 
tral Schoo] addition, that 
the schools’ expense budget needs 
increases too, and finally, his 
warning that the FinCom would 
support a ‘‘reasonable compro- 
mise,” but fight a settlement that 
allotted too much of the educa- 
tion dollar to teacher’s salary 
increases. School committee ne- 
gotiator Mrs. Virginia Cole adds 
that the committee must keep the 
town’s confidence; she promised 
that if the negotiators could ar- 
rive soon at fair terms, she would 
fight for them, but that the teach- 
ers must take into account the 
town.
